Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 06 June 2003 has been entered. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mason 



As per claims 1, 4, and 5, Mason teaches a system incorporating an asynchronous dual- 
port FIFO circuit. The system includes a first microprocessor, CLBB, which communicates over 
bus 23, and a second microprocessor, CPU, which communicates over bus 22. See column 2, 
lines 40-43. The memory circuit includes a plurality of FIFO circuits, where it is possible for 
output FIFO 9 to be simultaneously read by CPU and written by CLBB and for input FIFO 7 to 
be subjected to independent or overlapping CPU write and CLBB read operations. See column 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



(4,694,426). 
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2, lines 63-68. The dual decoder 17 represents the "master controller" of claim 1. FIFO status 
signals represent "control commands". The system of Mason also includes CPU write counter 
14, CPU read counter 12, CLBB write counter 13, and CLBB read counter 16. See figure 1. 
These counters are loaded by CPU write and CLBB read signals received from the CPU and 
CLBB microprocessor respectively. See column 1, lines 20-23, and column 2, lines 8-17. 

As per claim 2, as set forth previously, Mason teaches CPU write counter 14, CPU read 
counter 12, CLBB write counter 13, and CLBB read counter 16. The counters provide pointers 
(i.e. addresses) to the dual decoder 17 for accessing the proper FIFO buffers. See column 3, 
lines 10-12 and 16-17. 

As per claim 3, Mason teaches, with reference to figure 1, read and write ports for CPU 
and CLBB. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Miller (5,027,330) teaches a FIFO memory with read and write counters receiving data 
from first and second processors. 

Drako et al. (5,371,877) teaches a dual-port FIFO. 
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Kao et al. (6,263,410) teaches an asynchronous dual-port FIFO.
